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Nyctalopia 

ITH the end of summer, the major problem of long winter nights—dazzle 

—-will again be brought into prominence. For many years now successive 

Ministers of Transport, asked by anxious Members of Parliament what 
steps it was proposed to take to alleviate this recurrent trouble, have replied that their 
experts were investigating the problem and that it was hoped to publish their findings 
“shortly.” The experts in question are, of course, the Road Research Laboratory, 
and from time to time they have made reports and recommendations. 

There would appear to be three possible solutions, all of which would be costly. 
One concerns itself with vehicle lighting—polarized illumination is a potential answer, 
but it brings with it'new problems. It would require at least double the brilliance 
for headlights which, in turn, would be painfully dazzling to pedestrians and cyclists 
unless they wore special spectacles; this alone is too much to ask. Moreover, polarized 
lighting demands a polarized screen or vizor, or at least the wearing of suitable 
polarized spectacles, and the task of thus equipping nearly six million vehicles which 
regularly use our roads would be formidable. 

A second solution can be experienced already on a few sections of road in Britain: 
this is the twin-track highway, with a central hedge to cut off head light beams. 
There is nothing wrong with this remedy whatsoever from the motoring point of 
view, but successive Governments in their parsimony have refused to convert the 
main roads of Britain to this standard of road design, surely the least that can be 
regarded as satisfactory in a motorized era? 

The third solution is to light the main road network of the country. Now that 
modern methods of illumination have had time to prove their excellence and economy, 
this answer does not seem so Utopian as it did; indeed, in a country as small as 
this, it should be an obvious early step in the provision of amenities. Motorists 
frequently find that they drive more than half of their time at night with their lights 
dipped—in other words, with much less than the full efficiency of their head lighting. 
It would be better if on main roads they could drive, all the time, with adequate 
marker lamps only, rather than continue in this state of woeful inefficiency. Britain 
is, in fact, in the crazy state of needing lamp manufacturers to design for maximum 
efficiency in the dipped position rather than for full beam.

N all their findings, the experts emphasize the value of accurate lamp setting. 
| Service stations of repute have the means whereby an accurate focus and angle 
of head lamp beam can be achieved, and it should be a matter of pride to main- 
tain the standards set by such devices, keeping in mind, of course, that variations of 
load will produce variations of lamp angle, so that a car the lights of which do not 
dazzle when it is empty may well offend when carrying its normal complement of 
passengers. Lower down in front of the car is a culprit whose dazzle potentialities 
are not widely enough recognized—the low-mounted “ pass” lamp. 

What is not sufficiently fully appreciated is that the angle of the beam of this type 
of lamp is even more critical than that of a head lamp, and the temptation is great 
to set it so that the beam is horizontal, if not slightly above the horizontal, in order 
that its light shall illumine the scene well ahead of the car. If the beam of such 
a lamp rises even a fraction of a degree above the horizontal, as in fact it does many 

times by reason of road irregularities, gradient and heavy loading at the rear of a 

car; emcomsing movotiots may be daxzied at a certain critical distance.

their foremost driver, also deprived them 
of any chance of showing off their speed 
on their home ground, before an Italian 
crowd. So, as the sun was setting over 
a race delayed for over half an hour by 
the pomp and circumstance of the Presi- 
dential inauguration of the new circuit, 
the Italian Taruffi followed the Argen- 
tinian Fangio to victory in the all-con- 
quering German Mercedes cars, to the 
great delight of Taruffi's fellow-country- 
men. 

Mercedes, as is usual these days, occu- 
ied the first row of the starting grid— 
angio’s streamlined car was in pole posi- 

tion, alongside Moss’ similar car and

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Kling’s -chassis, non-streamliner with 
the inboard front brakes. Behind them 
came Castellotti’s Ferrari and the ‘gap 
where Farina’s Lancia should have been; 
then, in the third row, Behra, in the new 
streamlined version of the 250F Maserati 
which, in practice, had been suffering 
from high tyre températures, the body- 
work closely shrouding the tyres except 
for the small portions which emerged 
above the fairings. Sharing this row was 
Mieres’ 250F Maserati and the empty 
position which Villoresi had won for his 
Lancia. Taruffi’s short-chassis Mercedes, 
with outboard brakes, was in the fourth 
row. 

The start provided the familiar spec- 
tacle of the Mercedes, flat, silver and in- 
vincible, tearing away in the lead of a 
race which was to be won at the very 
high speed of 128.48 m.p.h. Moss was 
away first, then Kling and Fangio, along 
the old part of the circuit and round the 
Curva Grande towards the Lesmo curves. 
By Lesmo, Fangio led Moss and Kling, 
with Castellotti in the Su ualo Fer- 
rari hard on their heels; the streamlined 
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Sweeping round the banking on the High ane 
Circuit. Harry Schell’s Vanwall leads Trin- 
tignant’s and Maglioli’s Tipo 555 Ferraris, 
Mendetiguy’s Maserati and the two old-type 
Gordinis of Potter and da Silva Ramos 


eight-cylinder Gordini, on its first time 
out, was the unexpected but good-looking 
back marker. 

After Lesmo the road dives under the 
North High-speed Curve of the new cir- 
cuit, still on the original road, and runs 
along behind the pits to the South Curve, 
which lies within the South High-speed 
Curve (these are the official names). From 
the South Curve the cars run past the 
pits, by-passing the starting grid and 
separated from the start area by a row of 
white conical markers. 

This section leads on to the symmetri- 
cal banked circuit, of which a complete 
lap is made before cars return, off the 
banking, on to the starting straight again. 
Thus, the competitors pass in front of the 
grandstands twice on each lap, and it be- 
came evident at the end of the first lap 
that, had the compulsory pit stops been 
enforced, the congestion in the pit’ area 
might well have been considerable. 

The crowds were on their feet to watch 
Fangio streak past for the first time. He 
was followed by Moss—the familiar order 
which has been maintained with one not- 
able exception throughout this season. 
But there had already been one retire- 
ment. As the cars passed on the pit side 
of the mark a lap gone—Ken 
Wharton brought his Vanwall in with a 
defective fuel injection pump; it was 
pushed sadly away to the dea ‘car park, 
a lot it was to share, before the race was 
through, with many other cars. 

Moss and Fangio had already built up 
a lead over Taruffi, who was closely tailed 
by Kling—four Mercedes in a row. 
Castellotti’s Ferrari was the first of the

red cars, still not far behind Kling, but 
well separated from Mieres’ Maserati, 
which, on the second lap, had overtaken 
Hawthorn’s Ferrari. The streamlined 
Maserati, lying ninth, was chasing Peter 
Collins on his first drive in a works- 
entered Maserati. 

Very soon the field separated into two 
distinct groups—the leaders (Fangio, 
Moss, Taruffi and Kling in Mercedes, 
Castellotti in the Ferrari, Mieres 
Maserati, Hawthorn’s Ferrari, and Collins, 
Behra, Musso and Gould in Maseratis), 
with a nee oempes Manian (ie them 
from a tightly grow glioli (Ferrari), 
Schell (Vanwall), Pollet (Gordini), Trin- 
tignant (Ferrari), da Silva Ramos (Gor- 
dini), Fitch and Mendetiguy (Maseratis) 
and, finally, the eight-cylinder Gordini. 

The two Mercedes methodically in- 
creased their advantage, Moss amusing 
himself by slipstreaming Fangio. On the 
fourth lap Fangio recorded a lap speed 
of 130.7 m.p.h. with Moss dutifully fol- 
lowing him round. Certainly the speed 
set by the Mercedes was to have its effect 
on those who were trying to keep up. On 
the _ fifth Mendetiguy’s Maserati 
called in a lap later, Lucas’ 
Gordini. The Italian crowds—with their 
tradition of fine cars—were on their tocs 
with excitement, peering towards the 
banking as the leaders came round. 
Fangio treated the j-mile radius banking 
as a normal fast corner, taking the car 
no higher than a third of the way up the 
superelevation. Castellotti, however, 
made full use of it, running high round 
the rim. The behaviour of the cars on 
these corners varied, the Gordinis (part:- 
cularly those of the older type) threw the 
occupants up out of their seats, and body 
belts were worn by nearly every driver. 
Many of the cars were bouncing and 
snaking, as the rear wheels lifted and were 
thrown in unusual directions by centri- 
fugal force. 

Pit stops went on; Maglioli (Ferrari) 
on the sixth lap and Harry Schell (to re- 
tire) on the seventh, with the Vanwall’s

rear suspension deranged and sagging. 
A lap later Kling raised Fangio’s best-so- 
far lap speed to 131.3 m.p.h. 

With comparatively little incident, the 
next ten laps of this display of truly high 
race speeds continued. Then Moss, hav- 
ing followed Fangio like the tender 
follows a locomotive, pulled out of station 
and stopped at his pit . . . with a broken 
windscreen. It was replaced and the 
Mercedes rejoined the race in eighth 
position, Moss obviously setting out to 
reclaim his second place. “This,” the 
crowds said in Italian “is going to be 
interesting.”

Five laps later he had passed Haw-

of 134 m.p.h. But on the next lap, as 
Moss set out to catch Castellotti and re- 
join the leading Mercedes trio, the trans- 
mission failed and he returned to the 
pit on foot. Mercedes’ force had been 
reduced by one; Castellotti’s Ferrari was 
fourth, alternately with Musso’s 
Maserati, these two having a very closely 
matched race until Musso called at the 
pits and changed rear tyres, losing seven 
places. ~ He was never able to regain 
these, retiring on the thirtieth lap. Gould, 
too, had called at his pit (shared with John 
Fitch, who was driving Moss’ Maserati 
and changed the left-side rear wheel. 

Next into the communal pit was Fitch, 
to change tyres and refuel. Then, as he 
came off the banked South High-speed 
turn, Kling, lying second in the Mercedes, 
lost speed and pulled on to the grass 
opposite the pit area, unable to ‘get into 
gear. Tarufh, to everyone’s intense joy, 
moved up into second place, slowly — 
ing *the gap behind Fangio. Kling 
climbed out of the car and crossed to the 
pit by the tunnel under the track. The 
Mercedes stood, abandoned and dejected, 
on the grass verge before the stands, and 
next time round Fangio found time to 
take a quick and reassured look . . . at 
least there had been no accident. 

By now the two older Gordinis, and 
the eight-cylinder newcomer, were out, 
the older cars lasting longest. It was an 
odd sight to see these little cars coming 
off the fast banking on the outer side of 
the marker cones and overtaking the 
Mercedes which had taken the slow, un- 
banked South Corner arid were passing 
close to the pits on the parallel straight. 


Silver and Red 


By the thirty-second lap there were 
ten cars left of the original field of 
twenty; Britain and France had aban- 
doned the struggle to Italy and Germany. 
Of the opposition, only Mike Hawthorn 
was left to represent Britain, in a Ferrari, 
and John Fitch from America, in Moss’ 
Maserati. Horace Gould, too, in his 
privately entered Maserati, had found the 
pace too hot and retired having, at one 
time, held ninth position when the field 
was still 17 strong. 

Hawthorn’s car was going well, though 
sounding a bit off tune, and he was slip- 
streaming Taruffi’s Mercedes, which was 
a lap ahead. Following the two leading 
Mercedes came Castellotti, whose car stil! 
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mene tings Apia agg NS Ce TEES:

enshrouded in smoke—in fourth place 


sounded crisp and healthy; next came the 
streamlined Maserati, also going well, and 
then Hawthorn. But, on the thirty-sixth 
lap, Hawthorn’s Ferrari came in for a 
brief stop, losing four places. Mieres’ 
Maserati, in seventh position, began to 
sound rough and called at the pits for a 
plug change, losing a place. This did not 
cure the trouble, though Mieres rejoined 
the race, crackling round on five cylinders. 
A lap or two later he called again and was 
hastily waved on by the pit staff who had 
decided the trouble was beyond their re- 
sources. He angrily waved the crowd 
away and joined in again, lasting until the 
finish and demonstrating that a five- 
cylinder Maserati can go as fast as a great 
many other cars after a wearing race speed 
of 120-odd m.p.h. 

In spite of this telling speed, the Moss 
Maserati kept going, calling at the pits for 
oil on the thirty-fourth lap; Fitch kept the 
engine running while Alf Francis checked 
under the bonnet. It must have been 
gratifying for Moss’ chief mechanic to see 
his charge still running when so many 
factory cars had dropped out. By the 
fortieth lap—with only ten more to run— 
Mendetiguy’s Maserati overtook Maglioli’s 
Ferrari into fifth place and moved up to 
try to pass Behra in the streamlined 
Maserati. Hawthorn’s Ferrari was slow- 
ing and, after a further pit stop, coasted 
up to the pit area and retired. Behra was 
slowly closing on Castellotti and it began 
to look as though the final stages might 
develop into a c battle for third place. 
On the fortieth lap itself the Maserati was 
25sec behind the Ferrari and, on the 
forty-fourth, only 17sec separated the 
two cars, That was as close as they came, 
however, Behra ing up the Maserati’s 
progress, and gaining substantially. 


Lame Ducks 


For the last ten laps the only change in 
order was wWi Maglioli’s Ferrari 
dropped back into seventh position, be- 
hind Mieres’ Maserati. That the Maserati 
should have overtaken the Ferrari seemed 
inconceivable, so sick did it sound. With 


itself out . . . two Mercedes leading home 
a sickly string of tired 
Ferraris. Only Castellotti’s car seemed as 
healthy as when it started. 


Just as the race was about to finish, and 
the Mercedes were on their final lap, the 
streamlined Maserati began to send out 
clouds of smoke as Behra changed up, the 
volume of smoke increasing each time the 
car passed the pits. On the last half-lap 
the car faltered past; quick calculations 
showed that, if it could do no better than 
keep moving, it would retain its position; 
the nearest challenger was Mendetiguy’s 
Maserati, a lap astern. All faces were 
turned towards the South High-speed 
Curve when the car was due to arrive .. . 
and, enveloped in smoke it crept across 
the finish to come to rest athwart the 
dividing line between the two tracks, 
smoke curling upwards from the exhaust 
pipe. Once more, the appreciation of 
motoring sport that is a part of the Italian 
make-up, came to the fore and Behra was 
roundly cheered—but not as much as 


few like it. The result had pleased every- 
body—except, possibly, the British spec- 
tator contingent, though they have a. 
as yet, to no great opportunity for 
a display of triotism. e pace had 
weeded out all but the soundest and the 
excitement had lasted right up to the 
finish. What more could one ask?

ROADS, ACCIDENTS AND TRAFFIC CENSUS 


TATEMENTS issued almost concur- 
rently by the Royal Society for the 

Prevention of Accidents and the Ministry 
of Transport and Civil. Aviation, provide 
an interesting viewpoint on the urgent 
need for road construction and improve- 
ments. 

The Ministry has now published a 
summary of the 1954 Traffic Census, 
which indicates basically that the average 
number of vehicles on the roads has in- 
creased by 38 per cent since the last census 
was taken before the war. 

The Minister of Transport has admitted 
that, in the 16 years which have elapsed, 
roads being used by this increased volume 
of traffic have been. neither improved nor 
extended. So reports from the R.S.P.A.

Horses have now virtually disappeared 
from our roads, and the number of cyclists 
has been reduced by almost half since 
1938. On the other hand, all classes of 
motor vehicles have increased in quantity, 
the greatest change being in the number 
of goods vehicles, which has more than 
doubled from 488,000 to over a million. 
The average figures for vehicles recorded 
as passing the 300 sample points per day 
showed an increase of 840 passenger 
vehicles and 770 goods vehicles. For every 
— in 1938, there were 138 in 


Normal weekday traffic varied only 
slightly in volume from day to day, but 
total traffic on the Saturday increased by 
20 per cent over the weekday level. Actual 
numbers of cars on the roads at the week- 
end were one-and-a-half times the normal 
volume, but the total of goods vehicles was 
naturally considerably reduced. 

If confirmation of the need for more 
and better roads was needed, then the 
1954 Traffic Census will have served its 
purpose. The effect, if any, which it is 
likely to have on the Government road 
policy will be interesting to observe. 


Safety Ferry 


HE British Commonwealth’s award 

for air safety—the Cumberbatch 
Trophy—has been awarded for 1954 to 
Silver City Airways, Ltd., for “ magni- 
ficent work on the cross-Channel air 
ferries.” In its eight years of operation, 
involving well over 60,000 flights, the 
airline has not had a single accident 
resulting in injury to a passenger. This 
is the first time for more than 15 years 
that the Guild of Air Pilots and Naviga- 
tors has awarded the trophy to an in- 
dependent airline operator. The pre- 
sentation will be made on November 4 
to Air Commodore Griffith J. Powell, the 
company’s managing director. 





Valveless Radio 


OMPLETELY “transistorized” radio 
sets will be available as an optional 
extra on the range of Chrysler and Imperial 
cars next year. These sets, manufactured 
by the Philco Corporation of Philadelphia, 
employ tiny transistors instead of normal 
valves. is system eliminates the 
familiar electrical “hum,” and makes it 
possible to construct more compact 
receivers.

URING the first six months of this 

year, the 2s 6d per gallon duty on 
petrol and road vehicle diesel fuel r a 
sented a revenue to the Exchequer 
road users alone of almost £130 million, 
according to an estimate of the Petroleum 
Information Bureau. This sum, the 
highest for the first six months of any 
year, is over £9 million more than was 
yielded from this source in the first half 
of 1954. In addition, the consumption 
of motor spirit for other purposes was 
equivalent to an added revenue of some 
£6,500,000—a total of over £135 million 
for six months.

S the summer months roll along I 
see an ever-increasing state of 
fear—even downright panic— 

boiling under the surface in the field 
of American auto-retailing. In a nut- 
shell, the franchised dealers just can’t 
sell the terrific volume of new cars 
Detroit is pouring out; or at least they 
can’t cell them with enough profit mar- 
gin to stay healthy. 

I’ve talked about this situation be- 
fore, but with more or less a “ tongue- 
in-cheek” slant. Now things are dead 
serious. Something big has got to 
break soon. I have no clear idea how 
things might go from this point; I only 
know the dealers can’t go through 
another year under the present set-up. 
The probable outcome will be a radical 
reshuffling of our whole auto-retailing 
structure—within a year. 

Here’s a little background informa- 
tion on this interesting and vital 
subject. 

Detroit, unlike most industries, fran- 
chises its dealers only on a year-to-year 
basis. The manufacturer can terminate 


. the contract on short notice at the end 


of any one contract year. (Ford and 
Studebaker issue franchises for indefi- 
nite periods, but they can be cancelled 
at any time on 90 and 10-days’ notice 
respectively.) Furthermore, owing to 
fear of Government anti-trust action 
back in 1949, “territorial security” 
clauses have now been chopped out of 
franchise contracts. 

So here we have our dealers faced 
with a very sobering situation. A dealer 
may have hundreds of thousands of 
dollars invested in a beautiful, efficient 
establishment, but with no guarantee of 
being in business more than a year— 
and with no assurance that another 
dealership handling the same make 
won’t open up down the street to- 
morrow! Of course, Detroit doesn’t 
terminate a franchise on just a whim. 
Live-wire dealers are lifeblood to the 
factory. Cancelling a contract and 
setting up another dealer in that area is 
no picnic. But the fact remains that 
the reasons quoted in a standard fran- 
chise gontract for cancelling it are so 
vague and hazy that it’s next to im- 
possible to fight it in court. A lot of 
dealers have tried and failed; a few 
have succeeded. (Automotive News 
announces that General Motors has just 
sent out franchise termination notices 
to 18 dealers in New York City, effec- 
tive in October!) 

And as if this weren’t enough, there’s 
nothing in the contract that says how 
many cars per year the dealer is obli- 
ged to accept from the’ factory for 
sale. He sends in an estimate of sales 
at the beginning of the year, on which 
the factory theoretically bases its pro- 
duction scheduling. They may deliver 


that-number—or more or less, depend- 
ing on who knows what. The dealer is 
supposed to sell all cars delivered. If 
he can’t . . . well, he’s just supposed to 
somehow. I never knew a dealer to try 
to return a new car to factory whole- 
saling outlet. Theoretically, if he can’t 
sell them, factory and dealer represen- 
tatives are supposed to get together and 
work out some “ equitable settlement.” 
G.M. even has formal machinery 
organized now for buying back unsold 
cars from new-car dealers. But it’s not 
hard to see why any dealer is going to 
think twice before he returns a car to 
the factory under the present set-up. 
It’s awfully easy for the factory to chop 
off that short one-year franchise con- 
tract of an “unsuccessful” dealer.

O I guess all the evidence up ‘to 

now paints a picture of Detroit 

holding a gun at the dealer’s head. 
It’s really not this bad. As I said, a 
strong dealer network is vital to a car 
manufacturer. I’m convinced that 
Detroit truly intends and wants to play 
square, It’s just a pity that the guiding 
philosophy of factory salesmen these 
days appears to be to work the dealers 
about 10 per cent beyond their wildest 
dreams on sales volume. You combine 
this with the fact that Detroit has 
somewhat overestimated the 1955 car 
market and you’ve got trouble—big 
trouble. Yes, it is now quite obvious 
that the U.S. car manufacturers are 
going to build considerably more cars 
this year than can be sold in the cur- 
rent world economy at a reasonable 
profit. 

The present situation over here is an 
inevitable result, Production booms 
while stocks of unsold new cars in 
dealer inventories are swelling. As of 
August 1 the number in inventory and 
transit stood at 823,000—about one- 
eighth of the total year’s production! 
And this at a time when business is

slowing down and the beautiful 1956 
models are staring the potential buyer 
in the face. 

I think you'll agree that American 
auto retailing has a very immediate and 
pressing problem. Oh, yes; these 
thousands of ’55 cars—and thousands 
more—will be sold. But you know as 
well as I do what the profit margin for 
the dealer will be. Next to nothing. 
Even in the first six months of the year 
average dealer profits were meagre, 
compared with the lush days of 1950. 
They'll be a lot more meagre in this 
second half. Profits were almost micro- 
scopic last year. 

Just what is the reason for the situa- 
tion? 


S I see it, there are possibly two 
major factors: (1) Factory over- 
production and over-expansion 

in a recessing economy two or three 
years ago probably triggered the 
trouble, but (2) an important factor 
that’s keeping us in hot water in a 
booming economy today is the greatly 
increased number of retail outlets. . In 
effect, we’re spreading sales profits a 
lot thinner these days. Detroit still lists 
a total of around 41,000 franchised 
dealers, but I'll bet there are three 
times that many places in America to- 
day where you can walk in and drive 
out in a brand-new 1955 model! 

I’m speaking, of course, of the in- 
famous “bootleggers.” These fellows 
go around to overstocked franchised 
dealers and buy up surplus cars at 
practically factory cost—then sell them 
on a close profit margin on low-over- 
head used-car lots without any service 
warranty. In other words, by waiving 
the regular new-car warranty and tak- 
ing a chance that he’s not getting a 
“lemon,” the buyer can save money 
that would normally cover the fran- 
chised dealer’s high overhead costs. 
There are thousands of these boot- 
leggers operating im every part of the 
country today. Their investment is 
relatively small, they usually operate 
from open lots along the street, they 
can offer the buyer a wide choice of 
makes and models and can travel 
around where the best market is.

ANY dealers feel that legisla- 
tion is their only salvation. 
Right now bootlegging is per- 
fectly legal. It would be a violation of 
our anti-trust laws to include a clause 
in the franchise contract that would 
prevent the dealer from selling new 
cars to any but the public and other 
authorized dealers of that make (on 
penalty of losing the franchise). The 
dealers must be left free to sell to any 
bona fide buyer. The National Auto- 
mobile Dealers Association has been 
pounding the halls of Congress for 
months trying to get this particular 
provision exempted from the anti-trust 
laws. This would permit the factories 
to cancel the franchise of any dealer 
caught seiling new cars to a bootlegger. 
(Although up to now I can’t see where 
the manufacturers have been so terribly 
upset about bootlegging.) No action 
was taken in the last Congress. 

Now in just the last few weeks a 
Senate sub-committee has started an in- 
vestigation of the whole field of auto 
marketing in America. What the re- 
sults will be we won’t know for several 
months, but many dealers who were 
trying to sell out are now hanging on 
—operating in the red—hoping for the 
bes 


t. 

Some industry observers believe the 
whole thing will end in a complete 
change in the marketing structure. 
They think the days of the large fran- 
chised dealer are numbered. Certainly 
if legislation isn’t soon passed to curb 
the bootlegger, they are. A suggestion 
of possible things to come can be found 
in recent emphasis on factory training 
programmes for mechanics, and radical 
changes in parts distribution methods.

The present arrangement of a 
more or less limited number of large 
outlets would be reversed, and the 
country would be flooded with many 
small outlets. ‘ 

It’s the old economic theory of ex- 
posing your product to the buying 
public in the maximum possible num- 
ber of places. 

Other authorities scoff at this idea, 
and say it could never work with a pro- 
duct having the peculiar service prob- 
lems of the automobile. I don’t know 
myself. 

I do know, though, that Detroit has 
got to move those cars at all costs . 
and if the old-established dealer gets 
— in the squeeze, it’s his tough 


the status quo restrictive legis- 
lation isn’t necessarily the best answer. 
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instance, in this seemingly im- 
possible situation in America 
today, many big dealerships with 

hundreds of thousands invested have 
turned certain bankruptcy into pros- 

perity by giving up their franchises and 
turning into “ white collar bootleggers.” 
They have the advantage of beautiful 
inside showrooms, they can cater to 
the full market by handling every make 
and model, and they can offer complete 
service on all cars im their large, well- 
equipped shops. 

Here’s what one such dealer in 
Georgia, who has just given up his 
Buick franchise, says: “ We are just be- 
ginning to realize that our franchise 
meant practically nothing, offering us 
no advantage over any other dealer, 
new-car or used-car, Our franchise 
also meant very little to our customers, 
the usual factory warranty being worth 
just about what the dealer himself is 
willing to do. So why should we tie 
ourselves up with just one product 
when we can just as easily handle 
them all? The increased volume will 
enable us to operate at less profit per 
car. Having our own service depart- 
ment, we can sell cars on our own 
warranty policy that will offer just as 
much protection to the customer. 

Well, I guess P’ve had my say ‘on 
this subject ! I did want to outline it 
in some detail, though, because I feel it 
is a very vital part of our overall auto- 
motive picture today. Remember, any- 
thing that affects the mass: distribution 
of a product can eventually have an 
important effect on its design. I'll keep 
you posted.

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S gold is mined in the depths of 


blue sea bays joined by strings of 
golden sand. Perhaps it is the isola- 
tion which makes it a slightly strange 
land, something different from the rest 
of England and more akin to the Breton 
peninsula of individual peasants and 
fisherfolk across the sea. There is a 
Mont St. Michel there, too—very 
similar to the St. Michael’s Mount in 
Cornwall which is reached by foot over 
a causeway at low tide. Edward the 
Confessor founded a monastery there, 
but the castle to be seen now dates 
from the fourteenth century. 

Built one century later is Cotehele, 
reached by a narrow twisty lane; it is 
in the Plymouth area. This medieval 
mansion is of special interest to tax- 
payers, for it represents something 
given away by the Treasury (it had 
been accepted in the place of death 
duties). The building’s grey granite 
walls bely the romance of its situation 
and history. The sixth Earl of Mount 
Edgcumbe, whose family goes back to 
the origins of Cotehele, has lent furni- 
ture, tapestry and armour. 

A leap north again to Tintagel, 
where one of the things to see is the old 
post office, a fourteenth-century manor 
house in stone with a large hall. Away 
from the dominating brow of Brown 
Willy and south of the town of Bodmin 
with which the moor shares its name, 
there is slightly different fare to 
sample: formal gardens and a 116ft 
picture gallery at Lanhydrock house. 
The gatehouse and the north wing are 
original seventeenth century. 


No attempt has been made to link up the 
four properties in a single tour, as it would 
be impossible to visit all in one day. 
For the guidance of readers, therefore, distance 
from Launceston, a centrally placed Cornwall 
town, is included in the details given below.

VANGUARD 
WINS 


USTRALIA’S 10,500 miles relia- 
bility trial ended last Sunday; 
broken-down or damaged cars 

were scattered along the route of the trial, 
and as the leaders arrived in Sydney at 
the end of the journey, nobody really knew 
who had won this year’s event. Volks- 
wagen entries were leading at the end 
of the run, but suffered heavy penaliza- 
tion at the final scrutineering so that a 
Standard Vanguard driven by M. Brooks 
was given the award. It is understood 
that the Volkswagen crews will appeal, 
so the ultimate decision remains in doubt 
at present. ' 

Cars left Sydney on August 21, and 
before the first stage to Newcastle had 
been completed (100 miles) thirteen cars 
had been penalized for lateness at con- 
trols. Among these was A. W. Standfield 
(Vanguard), who blew a cylinder-head 
gasket on the top of Moomby Range. 
The crew dismantled the engine by the 
light of a torch to fit a replacement, and 
succeeded in reaching the next control, 
Southport, though at the cost of 142 points 
for lateness. 

Last year’s winner of the Redex trial, 
Jack Murray, again drove his “Grey 
Ghost” Ford V8; this car turned over 
in the shorter 1,000-mile trial earlier this 
year, and had to be completely rebuilt. 
At Sarina, on August 24, Murray was 
running sixth, having been delayed by a 
puncture; at this stage the trial was led 
by E. A. Nelson in a Vanguard Space- 
master, followed by three Volkswagens. 

August 28 saw competitors arriving at 
Darwin for a 27-hour rest period having 
completed approximately a third of the 
distance. At this stage the Volkswagen 
of L. Whitehead was in the lead, followed 
by C. Kennedy in a Peugeot 203, and

Half-Safe, by Ben Carlin. Published by André 
Deutsch, Ltd., 12-14, Carlisle Street, Soho 
Square, London, W.1. Price 16s. 

Few of us are not afflicted at some time 
or other with crazy notions to perform 
some tremendous feat of gallantry and 
endurance, not necessarily to court fame 
and publicity, but to satisfy that un- 
accountable trait of human nature which 
drives us to stick out our necks in 
attempting the impossible. Very few in- 
deed persist with these fantasies; fewer 
still would have persevered in the face 
of such setbacks as were suffered by the 
Carlins, who chose to drive around the 
world, both on sea and land, in a single 
amphibious vehicle. Ben Carlin bought 
his jeep second-hand at an American auc- 
tion sale back in January of 1947; having 
fitted it out for the voyage, he could find 
nobody mad enough to accompany him 
except his American wife, Elinore, who 
bravely endured months of almost con- 
tinuous sea-sickness, storm and hurricane 
at sea, poverty and hunger on land. 

The author’s style: is matter-of-fact, 
unfettered by inhibitions and thoroughly 
readable. Extracts from his wife’s diary 
add a gentler touch, and provide some 
detail and colour which tone down the 
harsher effects. Carlin’s observations on

another Volkswagen (E. Perkins). Eric 
Nelson’s Va Spacemaster was with- 
drawn after hitting a kangaroo, and 
another Spacemaster (W. Cook and N.

(Standard Vanguard) moved up to tenth 
place, and J. Murray’s Ford V8 still lay 
sixth.

gines. The danger of kangaroos jumping 
out of the darkness attracted by head- 
lights, proved to be an additional hazard 
this year.

Now Mur 
ray had moved up to fourth place; the 
Peugeot had retired, but the two Volks- 
wagens of L. Whitehead and E. Perkins 
were still in the lead. A Holden (A. and 
J. Parker) was running third, and M 
Brooks’ Vanguard had moved up to sixth 
place. 

At Port Hedland the Holden was with 
drawn: the auxiliary petrol tank had 
developed a leak, flooding the interior of 
the car. Murray was thus third at Car- 
narvon, and Brooks fifth; the two Volks- 
wagens continued to lead. 

At Perth (September 3), 71 cars were 
left in the trial. Murray, troubled by 
water in his fuel tank, lost a further five 
points, but the order of the leaders re- 
mained unchanged; four Standard Van- 
guards were running together in places 
12, 13, 14 and 15; and three Holdens 
were following. In tenth place was 
W. L. Pitt’s Morris Oxford. 

More retirements followed, and with 
only 1,000 miles to go only 66 of the 
original 176 entries remained in the trial 
Murray lost a further 15 points, dropping 
from 3rd to Sth place, after delay caused 
by the mud on the Adelaide to Broken 
Hill section. The condition of L. 
Whitehead’s Volkswagen was said to be 
suspect, but the car continued to lead 
the trial, 

Then finally, on September 11, the 
trial ended at Sydney three weeks and 
10,500 miles after the start. The two 
Volkswagens had maintained their lead, 
and were originally stated to have taken 
first and second places; but at the final 
scrutineering both cars were penalized 
500 points for structural damage, and 
the Standard Vanguard driven by 
Malcolm Brooks was declared the pro- 
visional winner. Pitt’s Morris Oxford was 
stated to be second.

Cylinder Bore Wear 


How Best to Prevent It? It is often stated that the majority 
of cylinder bore wear occurs on starting up, because of the dry 
state of the cylinder walls; also that much of the wear is not 
due to friction, but corrosion, because of the acidic nature of the 
spent gases left in the cylinder after combustion. We are also 
told that acids accumulating in the oil cause corrosion wear. To 
avoid starting wear, I believe upper cylinder lubricators can be 
fitted to mitigate the damage done during the first few revolu- 
tions of the engine. To avoid corrosion wear, bores and piston 
rings have been chromium plated, and oils have been loaded with 
corrosion inhibitors. 

The motorist himself tries to do his bit by regulating condi- 
tions on switching off his engine. Some merely switch off the 
ignition while the engine is idling, a method which has much 
to recommend it since it requires no thought. Others rev the 
engine hard and then switch off, either keeping the accelerator 
pedal depressed or releasing it as the engine revs die down, the 
theory behind this action, I imagine, being that oil is left on 
the cylinder walls for a subsequent restart. 

As I see it, the objection to these methods is that the cylinders 
remain filled either with burnt or unburnt mixture. In the

former case, corrosion ought to ensue, and in the latter case the 
unburnt petrol vapour might wash oil down from the top of the 
cylinder, where protection is most needed. Would not a better 
methed be to interrupt the petrol supply and rev the engine? 
In this case, the engine will stop for lack of fuel, and only air 
will be left in the cylinders. This method would be practicable, 
as there is an anti-thief device on the market which, by means 
of a key inserted into a lock on the dashboard, does just this.

Australian Viewpoint 


Points for British Manufacturers. Recent correspondence in 
your magazine about the marketing of British cars in Australia 
prompts me to suggest that the British manufacturers could well 
give thought to the following points: 

1. Approaching the traffic authorities with a view to getting 
the R.A.C. rating eliminated from registration papers and replaced 
by the capacity in c.c.s. In New South Wales this rating is still 
used on identification papers, and in Victoria it is even still in 
use as a means, in conjunction with weight, of assessing vehicle 
tax. While R.A.C. ratings are used in this manner, the uninitiated 
will regard them as a means of comparing powers, to the obvious 
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and unfair disadvantage of most British cars when comparing 
them with American vehicles. 

2. Publicity should stress those features which are superior 
to current practice in other countries, not, as often happens, those 
which are similar to American current practice. Emphasis on 
similarities to American practice can, by some people, be repre- 
sented as indicating that Britain follows America. 

3. There appears at present to be a trend to change from the 
straight 4-speed r box to 3-speed and overdrive, and from 
5-speed to ype porch overdrive. I would find it very interesting 
to watch, from the sidelines, the outcome if a manufacturer offered 
the same car with thé choice of cither standard 4-speed or 3-speed 
and overdrive, with plenty of publicity emphasizing that the actual 
overall ratios were virtually the same. If the car chosen was one 
of the lower- or medium-priced and reasonably popular models, 
the results would show just how many would be prepared to pay 
the extra cost of the second overdrive gear box without being 
under the impression that it could achieve something which could 
not be achieved by an extra in the standard box. Personally, 
im the interests of purity technical language, I would like to 
see the term “ overdrive ” go, as it has no real engineering signifi- 
cance, and im any case, “ underdrive ” would probably be more 
near the mark. 

4. Appointment of a first-class publicity agent, well briefed on 
design policy, to ensure that advertising policy did not conflict 
with design policy, and to give the manufacturer some control 
over local advertising policy, might yield results. This appears 
to be the American policy, as one sees advertising inserted‘ in 
Australian papers by the American manufacturing companies, and 
not only by the local distributors.

Picnic Stoves 


Danger of Exhausting the Battery. May I put forward a word 
of warning and advice to those motorists who contemplate using 
a picnic stove operating from the. car battery. 

In my experience the only safe method of using the car 
battery for this purpose is to switch on 10 miles or so before 
the proposed stopping place, and the water will then be hot and 
ready for use without too much drain on the battery. 

It is not always possible to adopt this procedure, and in this 
case it is as well to be quite sure that the battery is im perfect 
condition, as electric kettles can very easily run a battery flat 
before the water has boiled. Thus one could be left without 
tea, and worse still, without sufficient juice left in the battery 
to start the car on the starter. Anyone owni a car not 
equipped with a starting handle could easily find himself stranded 
in a lonely spot. ,

Garage Service 


Comparison with the Continent. Mr. Philip Parker’s letter 
on the question of garage service (August 26) is very much in 
point. At the beginning of 1953 I believe there was a great deal 
of talk about courses for service station employees, who would 
be groomed for stardom to celebrate the re-introduction of 
branded petrol. We were promised that dirty windscreens, 
under-inflated tyres, low sump levels and all the other ills that 
attend the idle motorist were a thing of the past. To visit one’s 
service station ws to be a sure and a privilege—almost a 
social occasion. I think that these courses must have taken 
place, because on the first occasion when I purchased branded 
petrol on its re-introduction, a yellow duster marked “ Shell” 
was dropped into my lap and something was placed on the 
windscreen. 

I think that this is the only manifestation of the Great 
Awakening that I can recall, and having, since then, driven some 
seven thousand miles on the Continent, the comparison is as 
unfavourable as it is disheartening. 

Without exception, my windscreen has been cleaned, unasked, 
by a Continental service station. This is the absolute 
minimum, and one usually gets a good deal more. This year 
in Switzerland, not only were all the windows cleaned and all 
the other usual refinements carried out, but I was presented 
with an excellent “ Esso”’ map of Switzerland and four packets 
of matches, one for each occupant of the car. These services 
are always performed with a cheerfulness and readiness that 
makes me suspect that those who do them are guilty of the 
un-English behaviour of trying to give a little more for my 
money than is strictly required. 

The Continental motorist, who must raise his eyebrows at 
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the standard of service we offer, has at least one comfort— 
short of his car incurring a serious breakdown, he is not obliged 
to visit 9 British railway station.

Hydraulic Transmissions 


“ Less Than One Per Cent Slip.” I have read the Editorial in 
your issue of August 26 with considerable interest, since there 
appears to be some confusion of thought as to the difference 
between a fluid coupling of modern design, which has an ex- 
tremely low slip loss, and a converter-coupling having an 
appreciable slip loss, of the kind that is incorporated in many 
American automatic transmissions. In the Studebaker version 
of the Borg-Warner transmission, as you remark, a direct drive 
clutch is provided to eliminate the loss at normal running speeds. 
It is not correct to infer that there is a substantial loss in fluid 
couplings, and that to conceal this loss from the driver, higher 
engme power has to be provided. In point of fact, the slip loss 
in a fluid coupling with a working circuit of the multi-vanc 
baffle type is of the order of only six-tenths or seven-tenths of 
one per cent when at steady speed on a level road from 20 m.p.h 
upwards to the maximum.

New Forest Ponies 


“To Feed them is a Public Danger.” Mr. D. C. Picken 
(Sept. 2) is very right in appealing to motorists not to feed New 
Forest ponies near the road, but his letter is much too restrained. 
Any motorist who feeds forest ponies at all is a public danger, 
and should be summoned for causing obstruction. 

I drive through the Forest frequently, and I am infuriated by 
the selfish stupidity of some motorists who probably think of 
themselves as animal lovers. One whom I saw recently had 
stopped on the crown of the road so that his passenger might 
fondle a pony which blocked half the remaining carriageway, 
leaving a narrow gap on the car’s off side for all traffic. Drivers 
commonly leave their cars on bends or on the crests of hills 
while they feed and fondle ponies, oblivious of the obstruction 
caused to traffic. 

Ponies now look upon cars as a harmless source of a change 
of diet, and the crowded forest roads are made even more 
dangerous by herds of mendicant animals. A large number of 
ponies are killed on the roads each year, and those who feed 
them might reflect that the consequence of their actions will be 
even more accidents. 

The New Forest has its own laws, framed centuries before 
cars were invented, by which forest animals have a right to roam 
where they may, while traffic is allowed in the Forest only on 
sufferance. Thus when a motorist kills a pony—and when this 
happens it is generally the fault of the animal, which springs 
imto the path of oncoming traflic—the responsibility is entirely 
the driver’s; he must compensate the owner of the pony, pay 
for milk to rear any foal which may be orphaned if the dead 

i Was a mare, and in addition pay for the repair of his 
damaged car. He has no claim at all on the owner of the animal. 

Some weeks ago I narrowly avoided running into a pony 
which dashed across the road in front of me, was struck by an 
approaching lorry, rebounded into a small car following me, 
and was very badly hurt. If those animal lovers who encourage 
ponies to haunt the roads could have seen that suffering creature, 
the badly damaged vehicles and the dislocation of traffic they 
might think before feeding forest animals again. But their 
behaviour generally suggests that they rever think at all

The Hill Holder 


Used by Studebaker for 20. Years. In The Autocar, July 22 
page 122, there is a note by The Scribe on the danger of cars 
slipping back downhill when attempting to start on a steep hill 
It seems strange that the Hill Holder, adopted by Studebaker 
over twenty years ago and still used by that company, hes not 
been adopted universally for cars using manually opcrated gears 
The device consists essemially of a simple horizontal ball check 
valve in the brake fluid line. It permits the driver to take his 
right foot off the brake pedal while he keeps the clutch pedal 
depressed with his left foot; then his right foot is free to acceler- 
ate the engine while. his left foot wally releases the clutch 
pedal and the car starts uphill, with no slip back. 

I used this Hill Holder on a 1936 Studebaker for fifteen years 
and had to have it adjusted only once. With an automatic drive 
now used so much on American cars, the hill holder is not 
needed, but for all manual gear shift cars it should be standard 
Los Angeles, California.

ONE of the specialist clubs has 
N grown to such dimensions as has 
the Vintage Sports Car Club 
since its modest beginnings in 1934, and 
no other club could claim a happier repu- 
tation for efficiently run, yet somehow 
informal meetings of all kinds during 
those 21 years. All the right ingredients 
were in evidence for Saturday’s coming- 
of-age festivities—fine, sunny weather; a 
monster entry of the sorts of vehicles be- 
loved by the vintage fraternity; all the 
paddock and grandstand facilities of the 
very attractive Goodwood circuit; and a 
company of very distinguished guests. 
Entries comprised 17 Veteran cars (pre- 
1905), 55 Edwardians (1905-1916), 168 
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Vintage Occasion at 


Vintage cars (1917-1930) and 14 Edward- 
ian and Vintage motor cycles. After all 
the competitors had been safely shep- 
herded ‘across the track, and while spec- 
tators’ cars were still queueing up for 
admission into the crowded car parks, the 
day’s proceedings began with driving 
tests for 13 selected one-make teams 
from the V.S.C.C. entry, each team 
consisting of two cars. 

The first test called for high-speed 
“bending” between marker posts, and 
in this J. V. Skirrow in a Frazer-Nash 
was fastest. A garaging exercise pro- 
vided a good opportunity for all-round 
visibility and high-geared steering to show 
their worth, and again Skirrow proved 
the master. Last of the special tests, held 
after the lunch interval, was for accelera- 
tion from a standing start, and here the 
greater power of the Bentleys paid divi- 
dends to such good effect that their team 
carried off the honours from the Frazer- 
Nash team on aggregate points, the figures 
being 166 and 148 respectively.. The 
Bugatti team was a close third with 142 
points. 

The emphasis of the meeting was, how- 
ever, on the social and processional as- 
pect, and the early motor cycles were the 
first to assemble by the grandstands and 
circulate around the course. Although 
vastly outnumbered by the cars—they 
were, after all, guests of the V.S.C.C.— 
they formed a representative selection of 
the Vintage Motor Cycle Club’s wares. 
Particularly impressive was Ivor Mut- 
ton’s big four-cylinder Royal Enfield of 
1920, and A. L. S. Denyer’s 1924 Ner-a- 
car (designed, oddly enough, by a Mr. 
Neracher), although. scarcely in concours 
condition, was a rare and interesting relic. 

The celebrated guests were entertained 
by the promoting club to a luncheon 
party, at which Laurence Pomeroy, a past 
president, welcomed them and explained 
the significance of the occasion. Lord 
Brabazon of Tara replied in suitable vein 
for the guests, concisely and with real 
conviction, and later in the afternoon 
was first away in the parade of celebrities. 


Immaculate 


After lunch came first the demonstra- 
tion of the Veterans and Edwardians, with 
the earliest and slowest cars taking up the 
rear to avoid any chance of bumps. There 
were single-cylindered, spidery Veterans 
and majestic Edwardian limousines and 
torpedoes, immaculate and glittering in 
every imaginable combination of colours. 

The following Vintage demonstration, 
although covering a slightly shorter period 
in motoring history.in which design did 
not progress at such a rate, was tre- 
mendously impressive. In the first place, 
there were no fewer than 168 period 
pieces all motoring round the track at the 
same time; secondly, they were a truly 
varied collection in which French, Italian, 
Spanish and American cars accompanied 
their British counterparts. There were no 
fewer than 25 Bentley entries, 29 Alvis, 
14 Lagondas and 11 Vauxhalls, as well as 
such rare makes as Ariel, Bayliss-Thomas, 
Deemster, G.N., Hampton, Napier, 
Senechal and Sizaire-Berwick. Lining up 
in formation, make by make, they set off 
four deep round the circuit, and the Alvis, 
Bentley and Vauxhall contingents main- 
tained their positions for the three laps.

one contriving to make such a pace that 
it completed an extra lap, but generally 
speaking the precision was almost military. 
Tt was now the turn of the celebrities; 
the V.S.C.C.’s president, Cecil Clutton, 
was at the microphone to introduce each 
as he waited on the starting line, and it 
was a truly great moment. Lord Brabazon, 
seated at the wheel of the huge Grand 
Prix Austin of 1908, looked far too young 
actually to have competed in one of these 
racers in the G.P. of that year, and he shot 
away with stylish aplomb, changing speed 
with the polish of an old hand at the 
game. That world-famous French motor 
historian, the Baron Henri Petiet, bearded 
and scholarly in appearance, was taken 
round in the president’s 1908 GP.

EETINGS at Prescott are alway 
M pleasant to attend, cven if the 

weather is unkind, as it was last 
Sunday. The day on which the Ilth 
International Hill Climb organized by the 
Bugatti Owners’ Club was to be held had 
a grey start, an unwelcome change after 
the semi-Mediterranean conditions to 
which ever ybod y was becoming accus-

Frank Le Gallais’ rear- 
engined L.G.S. from Jersey was also a 
non-starter, and Ken Wharton was in 
Monza, so it was up to Tony Marsh to 
amass only one point to become hill climb 
champion of 1955. 

The first events, for the sports cars, 
were run before lunch when the surface 
was dry.

FANGIO’S WIN at Monza puts him 
securely in the lead for this year’s 
World Championship. The present 
score is: Fangio, 41 points; Moss, 23.5; 
Farina and Castellotti equal with 12 
points, and Taruffi, 9. Tentative date 
for the French G.P. is October 9 and 
the result of this race could not rob 
Fangio of his leadership. 


AS ONE OF THE counting events in 
the Sports Car Championship, the 
Targa Florio (October 16) may well 
be the deciding factor. At present, 
Ferrari leads with 18 points; next 
comes Jaguar with 16, then Maserati 
with 11 and Mercedes with 8. The 
Tourist Trophy tomorrow will prob- 
ably disturb this order, and the new 
placings might turn the balance in 
favour of one or two of those com- 
peting in the Targa Florio. 

Vincenzo Florio, who has organized 
every race since the Targa Florio was 
first held in 1906, has announced that 
this year the prize-money to be dis- 
tributed among the first 15 finishers 
will total 10,800,000 lira. The first 
man home, irrespective of class, will 
receive 4,000,000, the second 2,000,000, 


and the third half that amount, the 
figure dropping to 200,000 for the last 
six. In addition, the class prizes are 
300,000, 200,000 and 100,000 lira for 
first, second and third in classes E, F, 
G, and H, with the same amounts for 
standard touring cars below and above 
1,300 c.c. and for teams in the gran 
turismo class. All prizes are cumula- 
tive, and this year, for the first time, 
some starting money will be available 
for English drivers.

THIS SEEMS to be a year of Jubilees 
and Anniversaries for many of our 
more important sporting events in this 
country. The 50th T.T. race on the 
Dundrod circuit next Saturday, Srp- 
tember 17, gives every indication of 
being a memorable occasion, and I 
hear that the demand for spectator 
accommodation is much heavier than it 
has been for some years. Certainly the 
prospects are good for a thrilling race 
between the three 300SLR Mercedes, 
the 3-litre Ferraris, the 2-litre 
Maseratis and the D-type Jaguars. For 
the first time in the history of the T.T 
the trophy will be awarded to the 
fastest car, whereas in the past the race 
was often won by a small capacity car 
whose performance perhaps had been 
relatively unspectacular. The smaller 
cars will, as at Le Mans, compete under 
an Index of Performance formula, and 
the award for the car recording best 
performance in this category is equal 
in merit to the trophy itself. 

Amongst the smaller cars a new 
name to appear in a major race for the 
first time is Michael McDowel, who 
will co-drive in Ivor Bueb’s 1,]00 
Cooper. McDowel has had two par- 
ticularly successful seasons with a 
Ford-engined Lotus, and was bound to 
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be noticed sooner or later. Good luck 
to him.

THE M.G. TEAM for tomorrow’s 
T.T. comprises three cars, each with 
an engine of notably different design 
to those of its fellows. The differences 
lie mainly in the cylinder heads and 
camshaft drives, one car having the 
le Mans-type head with vertical valves 
operated by pushrods from a single 
camshaft in the crankcase. This design 
differs from the B.M.C. B-type engine 
(as fitted in M.G. Magnette, Morris 
Oxford and Austin A50) only in the 
design of its head, which has improved 
breathing arrangements. The other 
two have twin overhead camshafts 
operating inclined valves in eight-port 


Two of the three M.G.s for tomorrow's T.T. are fitted with twin o.h.c., eight-port heads. 
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That 


on the left has valves inclined at 66 degrees, the other at 80 degrees. it wiil be noted that in these 


pictures the coolant piping is not yet complete. 


The third car will have the same single camshaft 


and pushrod layout as was used at le Mans 


heads, but in one case the valves are 
inclined at 80 degrees, and in the other 
at 66 degrees. 

Whereas the standard Magnette en- 
gine develops 60 b.h.p., and the le 
Mans version 82, the twin o.h.c. 
engines are reputed to be giving out 
more than 100. These more powerful 
cars are fitted with disc brakes, and it 
will be exciting to see whether they 
can cope with, for instance, the 
Porsches.
